Minister Explains 


‘Pay-as-Earn’ Plan 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Canada’syggme tax plan Canada would be | 


“pay-as-you-earn”. income . tax} 
plan announced in the House of 
Commons Tuesday night by Fi- 
nance Minister Iisley eliminated 
an eight months’ lag and places

1942, to Aug 1943, This sup- 
planted the previous system 
whereby returns for the previous 
calendar year were filed in the 
spring of the year following. 

In reaching the current basis, 
the government will write off 50 
per cent of the 1942 taxation Ha 
bility on earned income. For in- 
vestment income of more than 
$3,000, 50 per cent of the 1942 
liability will be deferred until the 
death of the taxpayer, Investment 
income of not more than $3,000 
will be treated as earned income. 

Because of the eight-month lag, 
Canadians had paid only a por-| 


tion of their 1942 tax when the | 


calendar year ended. The pre-| 
portion paid ranged from 33 per 
cent in-the case of high incomes 
to 100. per cent in.some- lower} 
brackets, with the likelihood that 
most had paid about half their 
total 1942. 
Mr, Ilsley instanced the case of 
a sing earning $30 a week | 
in 1942 and who had a total tax 
liability of $391.20. Of this total 
he had paid $164:79 by the end of} 
the year. By cutting his total 
Hability of $391.20 in-half, he is 
now left witha liability of 
$195.60—or with $390.81 still to be 
paid.

basis. No one, speaking gener- 
ally, would be liable for large 
amounts of income tax on in- 
come earned in the past. 

When a man’s income falls off, 
his tax falls also.

Under the new plan all the de 
ductions of tax at the source dur 
ing 1943 will apply to the tax on 
1943 incomes. Those who pay in 
quarterly instalments will pay 
them. in March, June, September 
and December of this year in re- 
spect of this year’s income. These 
instalment payments will be 
based on an estimated income 
and tax for this year, with safe 
guards to be provided against
